DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 and 6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record and to the examiner's knowledge does not teach or render obvious the instant 
invention, particularly characterized in claim 1 by the limitation of adsorbing a rare earth 
metal ion onto the hydroxyl group of the metal oxide formed in step in a previous step, 
removing excess rare earth metal ion, and then hydroxylating the adsorbed rare earth 
metal ion. Claim 6 depends on claim 1 .
